The people
ars lying about on what look like little
shelves, some smoking and, like the
people upetairs, vlayiog earde, while
others lis around on box+ and bundles
and play the violin, mouth organ, bag
ipes or any thing at all It sounds
just like the Midway Plaisance some-
times. There are, of eourss, sowme
vory interesting types of psople down
thera too. Tle nnarehistic looking
Italian and Russian are there, the
Welshman going home to see the old
country, the little Gorman, and, io fact,
almost all other nationalities are rep-
resented, just as they are above decks,
only there is the social difference be-
twasn then,

long, and I aw sura the trip has been
moat beneficial,

THAT FRENCHMAN AGAIN.

I was talking to the French critic
this atternoon on deck, and was so for-
tunate ns to see his credentinls as
foreign eorrespondant for the [rench
press on matters "musical and dram-
itiqgne * He isa wonderfully brilliant
msn and koows about everything in
that line, besides belog a great literary
student in the different modsrn lan-
guages., He happened to be an
acquaintance of Mlie. Calve, and Sibyl
Sanderson and almost all the other ar-
tists who have risen to fame and for-
tane in his beautiful *'Paree.” He
keeps talking up the advantages of the
Natlonal Conservatory of Fraoee, in
Paris, to me all the time, Hoa in really
a very brilliant man, but I am afraid I
eannot go to his beantifol Paris for my
lessons. He has heard Mr. Barus and
me aing and complimenta us both on
our voices, and vehemently continues
to talk Parie, Paris, to us at almost
every chanoce.
